Yesterday the 
Coroner held two inquests, in one of which 
his employer, the Union Depot Rallway Co., 
was interested, and in the other of which 
the interested corporation was the Lindell 
Rallway Co., which is alleged to have in- 

Dr. Frank’s displeasure by opposing 
his political ambitions. 

The inquests were held in the morning. 
The first was in the case of Julius E. Kruek- 
meyer, a 6-year-old lad who was knocked 
down and killed by a Lindell Ratlway motor 
car, while crossing Vandeventer avenue at 
its intersection of Garfleld avenue. The 
second was in the case of Emma Rectin, a 
little child, who was knoeked down and 
killed by a Union Depot motor car at Gravois 
and Ohio avenues. The inquests were held 
an hour apart. Coroner Frank decided to 
first hold the inquest in which the Lindell 
Rallway management was involved, and the 
company’s superintendent intimated very 
strongly that Dr. Frank proba bly 
wished to rush the Lindellease through and 
send all the parties involved therein to their 
work or homes, while he quietly and quite 
unobserved could throw open the portals of 
his generosity to the Union Depot Electric 
Rall way Co. In the case ot the Kruekmeyer 
boy; killed by a Lindell Rauvay Co. car, 
Ooroner Frank, after a rigorous examina- 
tion, rendered a verdict holding the motor- 
man, Theodore Ludwig, responsible; while 

in the case of Emma Rectin, who was killed 
by a motor car of the Union Depot Railway 
Co., whose physician Dr. Frank is, he ren- 
dered a verdict, after a most lenient inquiry, 
itis charged by the Lindell people, of ac- 
cidental death. 
SIMILARITY OF THE CASES. 

Mr. Baumbof?, discussing the matter, said: 
There are several instances wherein these 
verdicts would be strictly proper, but in 

these two cases the culpability of the one 

and the innocence of the other involves 
several tales. There probably never were two 
deaths, caused by a street car, so noticeably 
parallel in almost every respect, but local- 
ity. Both occurred on a down grade and both 
victims were crossing the streets on the 
regular street crossings when struck by the 
motor carsand killed. Both children were 
running when the car struck them and while 
this fact furnished a basis for Coroner 
Frank's verdict of accident in the case of 
the Union Depot 8 was completely 
Ignored by him in the Lindell Railway’s case, 
even though one of the latter’s witnesses 
ventured the remark that when little Julius 
Kruekmeyer started across Vandeventer 
avenue he was running.

IN THE ANTARCTIC OCEAN, 


Prot G. Browne Goode Thinks It Very 
Probable geals Exist There. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 19.—A dispatch 
reporting the arrival ofashipat Valparaiso 
with a cargo of 60,000 sealskins, taken at an 
unknown point in the Antarctic Ocean, was 
shown to Prof. G. Browne Goode, the well- 
known author and expert ut the Smithsonian 
Institution with an inquiry for his views upon 
the subject. Hereplied: ‘‘it is not at all 
improbable that such a catch has been made 
in that region. Fur seals occur on both the 
Atiantic and Pacific coasts of South America, 
about its Southern extremity andon all the 
outlying islands, inciudiog not only the Falk- 
lands, the South Shetland and South Georgian 
but other small islands more to the east 
ward. They have been found, in fact, at 
all the islands making up the chain of 
pelagic islands stretching somewhat inter- 
ruptedly from Cape Horn and the Falkland 
Islands eastward to Australia and New 
Zealand, including those south of Cape 
Good Hope, so famous in the annals of the 
seal fishery. The rookertes in that part of 
the world have, however, been practically 
abandoned for some years, for the reason 
that owing to Great Britain’s failure to pro- 
tect the seals there they have become almost 
extinct and did not pay for the time and 
trouble spent in hunting them. It may be 
that these years of comparative safety have 
resulted in the restoration of seal life to its 
former extent. If it ig g0, 1 wonder if Great 
Britain will undertake to protect the rook- 
eries now.

Terrified by the death of Butch the thugs 
fled, but their leader, a young desperado 
named Gallagher, returned to theattack and 
wounded a bystander, when he was shot by 
Timm and died shortly after. The other 
desperadoes are badly wounded. Great ex- 
citement prevailed as soonasthe attack be- 
came known, and Gallagher and his com- 
panion were identified as belonging to the 
gang of burglars. * 

ATTEMPT TO ROB TRAINS. 

AToxa, I. T., July 19.—Three men,'whojit is 
positively stated participated in the attempt 
to rob the train near Stringtown a short time 
ago, were brought here by Deputy United 
States Marshal W. W. McCall yesterday. The 
men are Dick Dow, George England and Jim 
McCoy, members of a gang of notorious 
whisky peddlers from Coal Gate, I: T., who 
stood Deputy Marshal Wood off on the 4th of 
July and shota hole through his hat. The 
men were given away by three confederates 
who revealed a plot to assassinate Marshal |

Rallroad. The informers say that they joined 
the gang forthe purpose of selling whisky, 
but drew the line at murder and robbery. The 
prisoners are held in bonds of $300 each.

He is not 
an ordained minister, and has always worked 
as an evangelist. e began work in New 
Mexico, where he was gaged in mining, 
and preached there thfee years, when he 
came to Kansas and has since worked at 
various points in the State. , 
He is an impressive talker, and as an 
evangelist was an acknowledged success, his 
services being in demand all over the State.

Ir is a good thing that the question of 
the right of the Mayor tocommit a child to 
the House of Refuge without due process 
of law has been brought up in the case of 
the Gohegan child.

THE RULING PRINCIPLE 

In explanation of his confidence that the 
Sherman law cannot be repealed without 
the adoption of a free silver coinage sub- 
stitute, Senator Jones of Nevada said: ‘‘I 
can, if I wish, tie up the Senate from now 
until the terms of its members expire.’’ 

Ii there should be occasion for Senator 
Jones to carry out his threat, what would 
be his object? Would it be the creation 
and maintenance of a market for silver 
bullion or the adoption of sound coinage 
legislation? Senator Jones is a silver 
miner, and exclusively represents silver 
interests. He voted for the Sherman law, 
which has proved to be a vicious measure, 
solely because he thought it would bea 
good thing for the silver interests. 

Senator Jones is aspecial advocate, not an 
impartial legislator. His advice and lead- 
ership can no more be trusted than the ad- 
vice and leadership of those who want the 
currency contracted with a view to the 
promotion of their special interests and to 
making profits out of the deal’. 

In the clash of special interests over the 
currency question we are in danger of 
overlooking the fact that there is a moral 
principle involved in currency legislation. 
This moral principle is the paramount ele- 
ment which must outweigh all others. 
Any legislation which violates justice and 
sacrifices the interest of allorany to favor 
a special interest is vicious and invites 
disaster. It is not a question of either 
gold or silver, but of fustice to all classes, 
and the good of the whole people. 

The gold bug and the silver bug must be 
thrust aside and legislation shaped, 
whether they are hurt or helped, so as to 
avoid injustice to debtor, creditor, laborer 
or capitalist, and to promote the stable 
prosperity of the entire country. This 
principle must rule. \

An Eastern Republican organ, joining in 
thecry against touching the tariff legisla- 
tion, says that the Democratic tariff plank

We should like to know something about 
the subtle power of perception by which

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COSTLY LESSONS. 


In the Victoria court-martial the verdict 
was suggested by a voice from the dead, 
when Flag Lieutenant Milford testified 
that Vice-Admiral Tryon said to him just 
before his ship went down, ‘‘It was all my 
fault.’’ The evidence so far taken cor- 
roborates this last word of the Vice- 
Admiral. The only point to be decided 
now is whether skill could have averted 
the disaster after the blunder was made. 

The interesting question as to how so 
able a commander as Tryon happened to 
make sucha mistake will probably never 
be definitely settled, but a plausivle ex- 
planation suggests itself. It has been 
stated in the discussion over the disaster 
that Vice-Admiral Tryon suggested once 
before trying the same maneuver under 
the same conditions which resulted so dis- 
astrously in this case. He undoubtedly 
believed that it could be done, and that it 
would be a valuable achievement to dem- 
onstrate the fact. One of the objects of 
squadron maneuvering is to promote skill 
and efficiency by reasonable experiment.

EMOKE ABATEMENT WORK. 

The first important step in the work of 
smoke abatement is marked by the report 
of the commission appointed to investigate 
the causes of the smoke nuisance and de- 
vise plans to abate it. The report shows 
that valuable progress has been made but 
that the preliminary work is not yet com- 
plete. A number of, exceptions to the en- 
forcement of the ordinance are recommen- 
ded because proper methods of dealing with 
certain heating plants have not yet been 
discovered and the commission suggests 
that further experiments with smoke abat- 


It would appear wise, therefore, on the 
part of the Board of Public Improvements 
to accept the report asone of progress 
only and refer the subject back to thecom- 
mission for fuller investigation. 

Two most encouraging points were 
brought out by the commission. One was 
the conclusion that there is no insuperable 
difficulty in the way of the accomplishment 
oftheendin view, Methods and appli- 
ances have been found which will econom- 
ically and efficiently destroy troublesome 
smokein nearly all cases. .The se is 
the discovery ot a spirit of cordial Nterest 
and co-operation on the part of citizens. 

In accomplishing the object of the 
smoke-abatement movement the wise aim 
is to do so with the least possible 
hardship to citizens and without damage 
tocommercial and manufacturing inter- 
ests. It can be demonstrated that the end 
will be profitable to all, but the methods 
employed must be regulated with 
careful consideration for industrial en- 
terprises. It is essential, therefore, 
to the most advantageous conclusion 
for all concerned that citizens co-operate 
with the authorities. But the object must 
be kept in view, and when all due lenienoy 
and aid has been afforded citizens the ordi- 
nance which goes into effect Aug. 17 must 
be enforced. The aggravation of smoke 
and soot during the heat of last week em- 
phasized the importance of a rapid abate- 
ment of the nuisance.

The applications for admission to the 
children’s summer camp on Treé View Farm 
in the Plasas have so far exceeded the ca- 
pacity of the campthat numbers have been 
refused. Many children who would benefit 
by a Week inthe country could not be taken 
to the camp, as there would be no accommo- 
Gations for them there. 

The work is restricted by the amount of 
money in band to pay expenses. 
When the enterprise for the 
relief of the children was outlined it was 
thought that the largest number of applica- 
tions in one week would not exceed 100. This 
estimate was based on the experience of the 
Uhildren’s Aid Society, which for several 
years conducted the Sanitarium in O'Fallon 


Fark. At no time was this Sanitarium full 


and while it did a good work the ladies felt 
that it was a partial failure because of its in- 
ability to attract larger numbers. 

Since the first week ofthe Summer Camp 
the applications have been nearer 200 
than 100 and it has been necessary to 
exclude all but the most deserving. The 
selections bave been ona basis of physical 
condition. The strongest have been com- 
pelled to wait that those needing the outing 
most might have the earliest opportunity. 

With a larger fund in hand the need for 
these exclusions would not exist, and all ap- 
plicanhts who had any claim to admission to 
the camp would be accepted without ques- 
tion. 

The people of“ st. Louis have been 
very generous. They have con- 
tributed in money $4,403. 77 to 
this cause and it the goods they have given 
were turned into cash there would be another 
large sum. A large part@f expenditure up 
to date has been for tents, bedding, house 
All of this will be 
avaliable another year and is in a sense 
permanent property. | 

Large additional contributions would 
jestify an extension of the camp’s facilities 
so that all who want to gothere may be cared 
far. There is plenty of room 
on Tree View Farm. The only 
aimiculty is in providing sufficient 
cooking apparatus and sleeping accommo- 
dations. Money forsuch extension cannot 
be taken from the fund as it now stands. The 
food bill is very large, and must be covered 
for the entire term the camp is to remain 
open before more money is put into more 


furniture. 


The camp is doing a great work. Its field is 


unique, and is not crossed by any other char- 


ity; Babies and little children go 
there weak, sallow and thin. They seem 
to grow under one’s eye and come 
away active, bright of eye, with pink cheeks 
and firm fiesh. The mothers, listless from 
too much hard work, too little food, from 
long anxiety andthe foul air of their poor 
homes, grow bright as their childrenand as 
eager to be up and doing. 

Any one who has seen mothers and children 
onthe lawn of Tree View Farm could not 
doubt that a work was being done for them 
that would be of life-long benefit, a benefit 
that cannot fail to extend tothe community 
in which they live. 

The fly in the ointment is the thought that 
all who need this outing cannot have it, that 
there must be exclusions on any other ground 
than the lack of necessity for it in the appll- 
cant.

The shoe manufacturers do not at present 
care, they claim, whetherthey have a full 
complement of men and they all agree that 


collections are exceedingly slow and business 
ine stagnant condition in the Western 
market. Country orders are the lightest 
known in some time, they state, and are sent 
in subject to countermand or revoke so that 
there is a large element of uncertainty about 
the business which makes it safer to shut 
doven than to overstock. 

Most of the manufacturers have either shut 
down or will shut downina few days it is 
claimed. One who did not close up entirely 
has astrixe on his hands. He fs Barney 
Gannon, whose establishment is on Nine- 
we my ey Olive streets. 

T. Gannon, ln explalaing his position to- 
day, said: . n 

On Saturday I put a slip in each man’s 
envelope that a reduction would be made in 
his wages. Most ot these men were making 
over $15a week and seemed to be very well 
satisfied. I explained that unless they 
worked for lower wages I should have to shut 
down altogether and pay them nothing at 
all. I don’t like toshut down, as it has a 
bad effect, sol proposed the compromise. 
No attention was 
fused to goto work. It may be that they 
thought that if they agreed to a reduction 
with me they would have to do the same 
thing with everybody else. Anyway,they did 
not come back to work and our business is 
practically stopped. Iwill put on a few men 
as soon as I can get them, as it will not do to 
let the place go idle. 1 have rent and other 
expenses to pay, and I might as well have a 
small force on at work. I do not feel at all 
uneasy, as no orders of any size will come in 
except for the winter trade and in Septem- 
ber I can turn out all I shall need.

In the Shape of a Greek Crossaud Pure 
French Renaissance in Architecture— 
A Very Fine Collection of the Products 
of the Republic—Other Word's Fair 


News. 


WoORLD’s FAIR Grounns, guly 19.—Another 
republic came to the front to-day with an ex- 
hibit. It was the Republic of Brazil, and her 
billding and the display it contains are 
creditable indeed. The Government Dulli- 
ing of Brazil has been completed for some 
time. It was not formally opened until to- 
day. The exercises were of an informal 
nature. Thestructure was tastefully adorned 
with flags and palms and flowers were placed 
about the interior in a manner to enhance its 
attractiveness. There was music but no 
speech-making. Several hundred invited 
guests were present and were received by 
the members of the Brazillian Commission to 
the Fair. The building is one of the 
most attractive among the structures erect- 
ed by foreign governments, It is orna~ 
mented in staff and painted white, is in the 
form of a Greek cross, and in architect ure is 
a pure class of French renaissance. It is 
located on the peninsula just off the lagoon 
in the north part of the grounds, and lies be- 
tween the Fine Arts and the Fisheries bulld- 
ings. The roof is to be used as a promenade, 
upon which beautiful specimens of the flora 
of Brazil are tastefully arranged, The in- 
terior is a vast arena, the walls and 
buildings of which are highly ornamented in 
sculpture and ornaments emblematic of 
historical events pertaining to Brazil, 
Brazil’s exhibit is made in the various de- 
partment buildings, principally in Agricul- 
tural, Forestry, Fine Arts, Machinery, Mines 
and Viticulture, and it consists of specimens 
of all the products ofthe soll, coffee, spices 
and woods from all the Brazilian States, 
about 150 paintings and a large number of 
marble statues.’ A solid piece of rubber ten 
feet in diameter and twelve feet long is 
shown. There is also a fine collection of 
coins and specimens of gold. silver 
and copper ores, together with va- 
rious kinds of precious stones. 
What the commissioners take , special 
pride in, though, is the coffee exhibit. This 
portion ofthe exhibit is under the special 
patronage of an association of coffee mer - 
chants of Rio de Janeiro, who have pre- 
sented Brazil’s claim as the banner coffee- 
producing nation at sixty expositions. In 
the consignmeat of Brazf€an exhibits re- 
ceived through the Custom-house there were 
22,220 bags of coffee. The Brazilian Govern- 
ment appropriated about 8600, 000 for Exposi- 
tion purposes. 

Meetings of Judges of Awards in the De- 
partments of Mining, Electricity and Fine 
Arts are being held to-day to perfect their 
organization, preparatory to getting to work 
on the exhibits. The Judges in manufactures 
and machinery are already engaged on the 
exhibits. The une arts judges will elect a 
president, vice-president and secretary to- 
day, and after familiarizing themselves 
with the system of awards, will fol- 
low the European jury plan, which they 
think alone practicable and satisfactory to 
the exhibitor:in such a department. The 
Committee On Awards is discouraged over 
the refusal of nearly all the agricultural im- 
plement exhibitors to participate in the fleld 
test outside. the city. Only two harvester 
machine exhibitors entered for the examina- 
tion yesterday, and the feeling among the 
bulk of the implement exuhibitors as ex- 
pressed in the recent protest sent to Chair 
man Thatcher is not favorable to success in 
that branch of exhibits at least. 

Commissioner Gammon of Oklahoma, who 
has charge of the awards in Manufactures 
Department, says there is smooth sailing for 
the Judges now at work. In a few cases only 
have exhibitors withdrawn their displays 
from examination and others have been 
passed because they are not ready; but at 
the end of the judges’ work the Okiahoma 
Commissioner thinks the greatest depart- 
ment of the Fair will be found contributing 
more than its share to the success of the 
awards system. 

To-morrow Sweden will celebrate at the 
World’s Fair. The programme of exercises 
has been made oa attractive. The 
day will be inaugurated by a grand choral 
festival by the American Unionof Swedish 
singers, who, 500 strong, will march through 
Jackson Park. The members of the choral 
societies will wear white caps and appropri. 
ate regalia and will be accompanied 
in the parade by some fifty of 
the Swedish civil and military organiza- 
tions. The programme as at present ar- 
ranged provides for a concert at Festival 
Hall at4p. m., a concert at Festival Hall at 
8p. m. Friday and a concert at Festival Hall 
at 8 p. m. Saturday. Thursday at 7:30 p. m. 
there will be a special celebration in front of 
the Swedish pavilion in conjunction with the 
Swedish commissioners. The American 
Legion of Swedish Singers consists at pres- 
ent of about twenty-five societies from all 

arts of the country, Chicago, New Yor«, 

oston, owe St.Paul, Rockford (III.) 
and Moline (III.) furnish the bulk of the 
singers. They will sing a number of glee 
aos patriotic songs for which Sweden is cele -

THE MOHICAN-ALEXANDRIA INCIDENT. 


Sealers Intimate That Other Interesting 
News May Come From the North. 


San Francisco, Cal., July 19.—The news 
that the Hawalian steamer Alexandria had 
retarned the fire of the United States steamer 
Mohican and had disabled the war vessel 
after the latter had discovered the Alexan- 
dria poaching in Behring Sea, was received 
with genuine surprise in naval circles in this 
city. Naval officers believe that it was 
doubtless the intention of the Mohican 
when firing the shots across the bows of the 
poacher to intimate to her to desist. Among 
sealers at ees in port the news, while of 
an interesting character, created little ex- 
citement, as several have intimated recently 
thatsome interesting intelligence could be 
expected at almost any time from the North. 
Sealers say that the Alexandria Is splendidly 
equipped fora conflict and that her Captain 
and crew are good fighters. 


NAVY DEPARTMENT NOT CONVINCED. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., July 19.—The addl- 
tional details of the firingon the Mohican 
have not yet convinced the Navy Depart- 
ment officials that the story is correct. There 
have been several communications ex- 


changed with the patrol fleet since May 25, 
the date given as that of the engagement, 
but no reference was made to any such event. 
The utmost thatthe department will admit 
as reasonably probable is that if the Alexan- 
dria did escape from the Monican it was sole- 
ly on account of the fog or superior speed 
and not owing to the disablement of the 
Mohican’s machinery by a shot. Indeed, it 
is said that, owing to the location of the 
machinery well below the water line, it 
woul 1 1. be possible for so small a 
shot to reach it. There was a good deal of 
speculation atthe Navy Department as to 
what fate may be in store forthe Alexandria 
ifthe story betrue. Some officers high in 
rank thought that she might De classedas a 
pirate and treated ay eZ but the 
cooler heads held that er original 
offense was not one recognized by interna- 
tional law, and she was under a Hawalian 
registry, she could not be taken upon the 
high seas. Even if she appears at San Fran- 
Cisco it is a question whether she could be 
seized exce upon evidence (of which there 
a ars to pone) that she had violated
